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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  His  Honor  the  Honorable  Adams  George  Archibald,  C.  M .  G., 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia: 

May  it  Please  Your  Honor, — 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  “  An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
11  amalgamation  of  the  Library  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society 
**  with  the  Legislative  Library  and  for  the  management  of  the  joint 
“  collection,”  that  “  an  annual  report  of  the  expenditure,  the  general 
"  state  of  the  Library,  and  on  all  such  matters  in  connection  there- 
"  with  as  may  be  required  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  which  report 
“  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  of  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  du ring 
“  the  session.”  The  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
report  of  their  Librarian  to  themselves  as  containing  full  information 
on  the  important  business  entrusted  to  their  care.  The  Commissioners 
submit  it  as  evidence  that  the  Library  entrusted  to  them  has  been  care¬ 
fully  attended  to,  it  being  evident  therefrom  that  it  only  requires  the 
continued  support  and  encouragement  of  the  Legislature,  with  efficient 
management,  to  place  this  institution  on  a  footing  of  perfect  equali¬ 
ty,  at  least,  with  the  best  Provincial  Libraries  of  the  Dominion,  as  it 
already  holds  the  third  place  among  the  libraries  of  Canada. 

In  recognising  the  necessity  of  “  efficient  management,”  the  Com¬ 
missioners  would  be  remiss  if  they  did  not  advert  to  the  valuable 
services  of  their  Librarian.  They  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  zeal 
and  diligence  which  he  has  brought  to  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
It  is  to  his  exertions,  chiefly,  that  the  reduction  to  systematic  order  of 
the  Library,  and  the  classified  arrangement  of  the  books,  are  due; 
the  purchase  of  a  large  number  of  bound  volumes,  the  collection  of 
numerous  files  of  the  earliest  as  well  as  the  more  recent  newspapers  of 
the  province,  and  numerous  pamphlets  published  within  it,  on  every 
variety  of  subject,  are  entirely  his  work,  under  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioners.  This  officer,  although  appointed  by  the  Commission, 
is  dependent  upon  an  annual  grant  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  com- 
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missioners  are  quite  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  his  services  are 
inadequately  renumerated  by  the  present  salary.  They  believe  that 
the  future  of  the  Library  depends  in  a  great  degree  upon  the  Libarian, 
and  that  the  services  of  Mr.  Bulmer  should  be  retained  if  possible. 
They,  therefore,  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  circumstances,  with  a  view  to  realise  this  desirable  object.

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LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Library  Commissioners: — 

Gentlemen, 

No  apology  will  be  necessary  for  recounting  briefly  the  origin  and 
growth  of  the  Library  at  Halifax  in  connection  with  the  Legislature 
of  the  Province. 


history  of  the  library. 

In  July,  1761,  it  was  moved  in  the  House  of  Assembly  that  the 
Statutes  at  large,  as  far  as  the  same  are  printed,  be  purchased  in 
England  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  with  the  best  abridge¬ 
ment  thereof,  and  that  Benjamin  Gerrish,  Esq.,  do  cause  the  same  to 
be  procured,  to  be  paid  for  with  the  other  contingent  expenses  of  the 
House.  This  resolution  appears  to  have  been  carried  out,  as  an  old 
edition  of  the  Statutes  at  large  is  still  in  the  Library.  In  1766  a 
resolution  was  passed  that  a  part  of  the  proceedings  published  in  the 
journals  be  printed  in  the  Royal  Gazette.  If  this  resolution  was  car¬ 
ried  out  it  is  certainly  unfortunate  for  the  Province,  as  well  as  the 
Library,  that  no  file  of  the  Gazette  for  that  year  is  known  to  be  in 
existence.  From  the  first  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  in  1758  to 
1830,  no  regular  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  use 
of  the  Legislature,  appears  to  have  been  made ;  however,  an  occasional 
grant  of  a  few  pounds  for  the  purchase  of  special  works  kept  the 
number  of  books  about  the  Province  Building  constantly  accumulat¬ 
ing.  When  the  Legislature  left  Cochran’s  building,  in  1819,  and 
moved  into  the  building  now  occupied,  I  am  told  the  libraries  of  both 
the  Assembly  and  Council  did  not  number  200  vols.  Such  a  condition 
of  affairs  cannot  but  excite  our  surprise ;  indeed  one  cannot  help  ask¬ 
ing  how  a  Legislature  could  do  anything  without  books  ?  especially 
law  books. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  no  efforts  were  made  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  to  collect  copies  of  all  the  printed  productions  of  the  province 
until  over  a  century  and  a  quarter  had  passed  from  the  time  printing 
was  introduced  into  Nova  Scotia. 

In  1828  the  Legislature  resolved  that  during  the  recess  the  volumes 
to  complete  the  Journals  of  the  Commons  and  the  latest  edition  of  the 
Statutes  at  large  be  together  with  the  usual  books  on  the  laws  of  con¬ 
troverted  elections,  imported  for  the  use  of  the  House.  In  1830,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Stewrart,  the  representative  for  Cumberland,  it  was 
resolved  that  the  Speaker  of  the  House  should,  during  recess,  trans¬ 
mit  to  the  Legislatures  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  New  Brunswick, 
and  Prince  Edward  Island  the  laws  and  Journals  of  the  Province,  in 
exchange  for  similar  publications  of  those  colonies.  In  1834,  Joseph 
Bouchette  presented  to  the  Legislature  a  copy  of  his  great  work  on 
Canada,  and  in  the  same  year  the  British  Government  presented  the 
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Province  with  a  complete  set  of  the  Record  Commission  publications 
— a  work  commenced  in  1800,  and  down  to  that  date,  involving 
an  expenditure  of  over  six  millions  of  dollars.  Cases  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  this  and  other  works  were  fitted  up  in  the  committee  room  of 
the  Council.  In  1835,  £15  stg.  was  voted  to  procure  the  Acts  and 
Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  the  last  and  subsequent  years. 
For  the  next  four  years  little  more  appears  to  have  been  done, 
than  expend  about  £15  per  year,  through  the  agent  of  the  Province, 
in  London.  Occasionally  the  House  would  make  a  special  order,  as 
they  did  for  instance,  in  1838,  and  indicate,  by  name,  the  works 
desired.  This  is  the  first  year  in  which  any  mention  is  made  of  pur¬ 
chasing  law  books.  A  grant  was  made  in  1841  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  £15  stg.,  and  he  was  directed  to  procure  various  works  and 
publications  necessary  for  conducting  the  business  of  the  House  of 
Assembly.  An  additional  grant  of  £9  9  was  also  voted  to  defray  the 
expense  cf  procuring  the  Privy  Council  Reports,  which  when  received 
were  distributed  among  the  Judges.  Similar  grants  were  made 
in  1842-3-4. 

The  year  1845  marks  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the  library.  In 
fact  it  is  the  period  from  which  its  history  really  dates.  In 
January  of  that  year,  George  R.  Young,  representative  for  Pictou 
county,  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
to  the  House  if  any  and  what  measures  ought  to  be  adopted  in 
reference  to  the  Library  of  the  Assembly.  The  committee  consisted 
of  George  R.  Young,  John  C.  Hall  and  Joseph  Howe.  Their  report 
is  to  be  found  in  the  Journals  for  1845,  and  is  most  creditable  to  the 
committee,  more  especially  to  Mr.  Young,  whom  we  assume  to  have 
been  the  leading  spirit  in  the  movement  to  make  the  library  of  service 
to  the  Legislature.  The  report  of  the  committee  revealed  to  the  House 
of  Assembly  this  fact,  that  the  Legislature  had  not  a  single  set  of  the 
laws  or  Journals  of  even  the  neighboring  provinces  of  New  Brunswick, 
P.  E.  Island,  or  Newfoundland,  complete,  and  worst  of  all,  not  even 
their  own  laws  and  Journals  complete,  saying  nothing  of  the  other 
publications  of  the  Legislature.  The  committee,  in  view  of  the 
straitened  financial  condition  of  the  Province,  were  not  able  to  recom¬ 
mend  such  a  grant  as  the  library  really  required,  and  a  small  sum  was 
readily  granted.  We  glean  further  from  this  report  that,  during  the 
past  year,  1844,  the  Speaker  had  purchased  84  vols.  of  the  Annual 
Register,  and  that  the  set  was  complete  to  date.  They  go  on  to 
recommend  that  it  was  most  desirable  to  procure  sets  of  Journals,  &c., 
from  all  the  colonies,  and  all  publications  of  the  British  Parliament 
relating  to  the  North  American  Colonies.  The  report  was  laid  before 
the  House  and  adopted,  and  his  Excellency  the  Lieut.-Governor  re¬ 
quested  to  make  due  application  to  the  Colonial  Office,  while  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  was  directed  to  open  a  correspondence  with  the  clerks 
in  the  neighboring  colonies. 

In  1846  the  same  committee  were  again  appointed  to  enquire  and 
report  how  the  library  can  be  put  in  a  more  effective  and  convenient 
state.  This  year  the  committee  appear  to  have  learned  for  the  first 
time  that  the  library  was  not  only  wholly  out  of  keeping  with  the 
wants  of  the  Province,  but  a  half  century  behind  similar  collections  in 
the  neighboring  provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada.  They  recom- 
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mend  a  conference  with  the  Council,  and  that  the  room  then  used  for 
the  Supreme  Court  be  devoted  to  library  purposes,  the  committee  in¬ 
cidentally  observing  that  a  county  of  the  wealth  and  importance  of 
Halifax  ought  to  be  able  to  erect  a  Court  House.  However,  the  sug¬ 
gestion  made  in  184b  was  not  acted  on  until  1862.  During  some,  at 
least,  of  those  years,  the  Legislature  of  Canada  was  expending  £500 
per  annum,  and  exercising  the  greatest  activity  in  collecting  the 
pamphlets  and  occasional  publications  of  the  country. 

The  committee  of  1847  had  for  chairman  Mr.  Young,  who  again 
urges  on  the  House  the  importance  of  uniting  the  libraries  of  the 
Council  and  Assembly,  and  again  calls  attention  to  the  want  of  a 
Court  House,  and  the  desirability  of  converting  the  room  then  used  by 
the  Supreme  Court  into  a  room  for  a  Legislative  Library.  A  catalogue 
of  the  books  was  also  submitted,  of  which  only  one  copy  is  known  to 
be  in  existence.  From  this  it  would  appear  that  the  library  consisted 
of  about  500  volumes  in  the  care  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms.  They 
were  kept  in  the  Speaker’s  room  and  about  the  Assembly  room  in 
glass  cases.  The  books  of  the  Council  were  kept  in  oblong  cases  in 
the  Council  Chamber.  On  presenting  the  report  of  the  committee,  Mr. 
Young  moves  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lie  Buildings,  to  ascertain  in  what  way  accommodations  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  for  the  Supreme  Court,  in  order  that  the  room  used  therefor 
may  be  obtained,  for  a  library  and  such  other  purposes' as  the  exigen¬ 
cies  of  the  public  service  may  require.  The  committee,  for  the 
above  reasons,  did  not  recommend  an  appropriation. 

No  mention  whatever  of  the  Library  appears  in  the  Journals  for 
1848-49 — the  Legislature  being  occupied  with  other  matters  of  press¬ 
ing  importance. 

In  1850  the  subject  of  a  Legislative  Library  was  again  taken  up. 
This  time  the  initative  was  taken  by  the  Council,  who  requested  a 
conference  with  the  Assembly  to  consider  the  propriety  of  forming  a 
public  library  and  uniting  for  that  purpose  the  collections  of  both 
branches  of  the  legislature.  The  conference  was  obtained,  and  a  com- 
mittee  appointed,  who  reported  shortly  after,  that  the  room  now 
occupied  by  the  Court  must  be  devoted  to  provincial  purposes,  and 
that  the  Speaker,  in  connection  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Buildings,  be  instructed  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary,  in 
order  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  House  at  its  next  session.  In 
1851  another  committee  report,  recommending,  among  other  things, 
that  the  “  Old  Poor  House  Burying  Ground”  be  used  as  a  site  for  the 
Court  House. 

But  if  1845  was  the  date  at  which  the  project  of  a  library  began  to 
be  talked  of,  1853  was  the  date  at  which  the  Legislature  began  to  act 
as  though  they  were  in  earnest.  The  committee  this  year  consisted 
of  Hon.  J.  B.  Uniacke,  the  Attorney-General,  Messrs.  Johnstone, 
Hall,  Fulton,  and  our  present  Lieutenant  Governor.  A  more  credit¬ 
able  document  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Journals  of  the  Legislature 
than  the  report  of  the  committee.  In  substance  it  recommended  that 
an  Act  be  passed  for  erecting  a  Court  House,  that  the  room  then  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Supreme  Court  be  devoted  to  a  library, and  that  five  hundred 
pounds  be  devoted  that  year  for  commencing  so  desirable  an  object. 
The  report  goes  on  to  say  that  the  chairman  has  had  a  conference 
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with  Hon.  Hr.  Grigor  and  Hon.  Mr.  McCully,  and  through  them  com¬ 
municated  with  the  Council,  who  have  signified  their  readiness  to 
unite  cordially  in  establishing  a  library  creditable  to  the  Legislature, 
and  that  the  Council  will  hand  over,  most  readily,  all  their  books  to 
the  joint  collection.  The  above,  grant  became  law  on  the  26th  March, 
1853,  and  it  is  no  secret  that  for  the  grant  as  well  as  the  energetic 
action  of  the  committee  we  have  no  one  to  thank  but  Mr.  Archibald, 
now  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  An  interregnum  again 
occurs,  and  the  library  question  is  lost  sight  of  for  several  years — the 
times  being  violent  in  political  contests. 

RECORD  COMMISSION. 

In  1857,  however,  an  event  of  more  than  ordinary  importance  took 
place,  and  the  effects  of  which  have  been  most  beneficial  to  the 
province  at  large,  having  also  an  important  bearing  on  the  Legislative 
Library.  In  the  April  of  this  year,  on  motion  of  the  Hon.  Joseph 
Howe,  it  was, — 

Resolved ,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  respectfully  re¬ 
quested  to  cause  the  ancient  records  and  documents  illustrative  of  the 
history  and  progress  of  society  in  this  province  to  be  examined,  pre¬ 
served  and  arranged,  either  for  reference  or  publication,  as  the  Legis¬ 
lature  may  hereafter  determine,  and  that  this  House  make  provision 
for  this  service. 

T.  B.  Aikin,  Esq.,  was  appointed  by  the  government  as  Record 
Commissioner,  and  at  once  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
He  has  continued  to  act  in  that  capacity  ever  since,  and  his  efforts 
deserve  to  be  chronicled  as  a  series  of  arduous,  persistent  and  eminent¬ 
ly  disinterested  public  services.  We  have  now  a  collection  of  records 
gathered  at  great  expense  from  London,  Paris,  and  the  public  offices 
of  the  neighboring  states  and  provinces,  which  we  may  well  be  proud 
of.  Over  600  folio  volumes  have  been  bound  and  placed  in  the 
library,  and  at  least  400  are  classified  and  arranged  in  boxes.  Still 
there  are  hundreds  of  documents  in  London  and  Paris  throwing  light 
on  the  early  discovery  and  settlement  of  Acadia,  which  we  hope  the 
Record  Commissioner  may  be  able  to  obtain,  and  which  are  indispen¬ 
sable  to  the  students  of  our  early  history.  In  1860  Mr.  Aikins  was 
induced  to  accept  from  Lord  Mulgrave  a  commission  as  Provincial 
Librarian,  and  was  the  means  of  adding  to  the  library  many  valuable 
works  on  colonial  history.  However,  he  never  acted  as  librarian, 
and  how  much  the  province  lost  by  Mr.  Aikin’s  not  acting  in  this, 
position  is  best  known  to  those  who  have  had  access  to  his  private 

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  long  projected  Court  House  was  completed  in  1862,  and  the 
room  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  used  for  court  purposes,  was  fit¬ 
ted  up  for  a  Legislative  Library.  It  was  determined  to  conduct  the 
management  of  the  library  under  a  joint  committee  of  both  branches, 
of  the  legislature,  and  to  place  the  janitor  of  the  building,  Mr.  Venables., 
in  charge  of  the  books.  For  a  time  the  commissioners  of  the  library 
had  monthly  meetings  and  appears  to  have  taken  a  deep  interest  in 
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its  extension  and  growth.  The  commissioners  in  1862  were  Hon. 
Mr.  Howe,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  Hon.  Mr.  Archibald,  the  Attorney 
General,  and  Mr.  Shannon,  with  the  President,  Mr.  McCully,  and 
Mr.  Almon  from  the  Council.  From  1862  to  1868  the  janitor, 
Mr.  Venables,  reported  to  the  commissioners  yearly,  they  in  turn  re¬ 
porting  to  both  branches  of  the  legislature.  During  those  years,  I 
should  judge  that  the  library  was  making  slow  but  steady  progress. 
From  1868  to  1875  there  are  in  the  Journals  no  reports  of  the  janitor 
or  the  library  commissioners,  in  fact,  nothing  to  indicate  that  there 
were  any  commissioners.  In  1875  the  Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  Vail, 
moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  managing  jointly  with  a. 
committee  from  the  Council  the  Legislative  Library.  The  committee 
consisted  of  the  Hon.  Provincial  Secretary,  Mr.  Holmes,  and  Mr.  Farrell. 
There  is  no  record  in  the  Journals  cf  the  committee  ever  reporting, 
and  no  mention  of  the  library  again  until  1876,  when  the  Hon.  P.  C. 
Hill  caused  $2000  to  be  put  in  the  estimates  for  that  year,  a  part  only 
of  which  was  expended.  In  1879  the  Hon  N.  W.  White  moves  in 
pursuance  of  a  notice  previously  given,  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
from  the  House  of  Assembly  to  act  in  conjunction  with  a  similar 
committee  from  the  Council,  to  examine  into  and  report  on  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  library.  The  committee  consisted  of  Hon.  N.  W.  White, 
Hon.  S.  H.  Holmes,  A.  Gayton,  Isidore  LeBlane,  Hon.  Chas  J.  Mac¬ 
donald,  Honbles.  Dr.  Parker,  James  S.  Macdonald  and  A.  M.  Cochran, 
the  three  latter  from  the  Council.  The  report  of  the  committee  may 
be  found  in  Appendix  No.  27  of  the  Journals  for  that  year,  and  is  so 
recent  that  it  will  be  fresh  in  the  memory  of  all.  In  substance  the 
committee  recommend  that  the  Library  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
Historical  Society  be  amalgamated  under  the  joint  management  of  a 
commission,  composed  in  part  of  members  of  the  Society  and  the 
Legislature.  This  recommendation  was  more  fully  effectuated  by 
the  Act  of  last  session  and  the  two  collections  for  all  practical  purposes 
are  now  one. 

THE  PRESENT  MANAGEMENT. 

On  the  26th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1879,  I  entered  upon  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  duties  of  librarian  of  the  joint  collections  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  and  the  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society.  At  that  time  the 
Legislative  Library  consisted  of  a  broken  down  mass  of  books  lying 
in  neglect  and  filth,  and  almost  destitute  of  works  of  recent  scientific 
investigation  and  current  thought.  Of  pamphlets  there  were  none, 
and  of  newspapers  not  above  40  volumes.  In  bibliography  the  library 
had  almost  nothing,  and  of  books  relating  to  the  History  of  Nova 
Scotia  not  over  a  dozen,  and  of  the  documents  'printed  by  the  province 
itself  not  even  a  complete  set ,  to  say  nothing  of  duplicates.  Of  periodi¬ 
cals,  138  volumes  were  gone  altogether,  and  over  400  volumes  besides 
were  missing  from  the  library.  Few  people  at  this  time  frequented 
the  library,  and  of  daily  readers  pursuing  special  studies,  there  were 
very  few,  if  any.  The  collection  of  books  at  this  time  hardly 
numbered  6,000  volumes.  Of  the  cleaning,  dusting,  shelving,  &c.,  for 
the  next  two  months,  no  mention  need  be  made.  The  Government 
provided  at  once  additional  shelving  accommodation  for  about  4,000 
volumes,  and  in  a  short  time  the  united  collections  were  put  up. 
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From  the  2nd  January,  1878,  the  date  of  the  formation  of  the  Histori¬ 
cal  Society,  to  the  present  time,  we  have  allowed  no  opportunity  to 
pass  without  making  the  most  of  it  to  increase  the  library.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  circular  has  been  scattered  over  the  maritime  provinces,  and 
elsewhere : — 

Objects  of  Collection  Desired. 

1.  Manuscript  statements  and  narratives  of  pioneer  settlers;  old 
letters  and  journals  relative  to  the  early  history  and  settlement  of 
Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Newfoundland  and  Prince  Edward 
Island,  and  the  wars  of  1776  and  1812  ;  biographical  notes  of  our 
pioi leers  and  of  eminent  citizens  deceased,  and  facts  illustrative  of  our 
Indian  tribes,  their  history,  characteristics,  sketches  of  their  promi¬ 
nent  chiefs,  orators  and  warriors,  together  with  contributions  of 
Indian  implements,  dress,  ornaments  and  curiosities. 

2.  Diaries,  narratives  and  documents  relative  to  the  Loyalists,  their 
expulsion  from  the  old  colonies  and  their  settlement  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces. 

3.  Files  of  newspapers,  books,  pamphlets,  college  catalogues, 
minutes  of  ecclesiastical  conventions,  associations,  conferences  and 
synods,  and  all  other  publications  relating  to  this  Province,  New 
Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland. 

4  Drawings  and  descriptions  of  our  ancient  mounds  and  fortifica¬ 
tions,  their  size,  representation  and  locality. 

5.  Information  respecting  articles  of  Pre-Historic  Antiquities, 
espt  cially  implements  of  copper,  stone,  or  ancient  coin  or  other 
curiosities  found  in  any  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  together  with  the 
locality  and  condition  of  their  discovery.  The  contribution  of  all 
such  articles  to  the  cabinet  of  the  Society  is  most  earnestly  desired. 

6.  Indian  geographical  names  of  streams  and  localities,  with  their 
signification,  and  all  information  generally  respecting  the  condition, 
language  and  history  of  the  Micmac,  Malicetes  and  Bethucks. 

7.  Books  of  all  kinds,  especially  such  as  relate  to  Canadian  his¬ 
tory,  travels,  and  biography  in  general,  and  lower  Canada,  or  Quebec 
in  particular,  family  genealogies,  old  magazines,  pamphlets,  files  of 
newspapers,  maps,  historical  manuscripts,  autographs  of  distinguished 
persons,  coins,  medals,  paintings,  portraits,  statuary  and  engravings. 

8.  We  solicit  from  Historical  Societies  and  other  learned  bodies 
thit  interchange  of  books  and  other  materials  by  which  the  useful¬ 
ness  of  institutions  of  this  nature  is  so  essentially  enhanced — pledg¬ 
ing  ourselves  to  repay  such  contributions  by  acts  in  kind  to  the  best 
of  our  ability. 

9.  The  Society  particularly  begs  the  favor  and  compliments  of 
authors  and  publishers,  to  present  with  their  autographs  copies  of 
their  respective  works  for  its  library. 
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10.  Editors  and  publishers  of  newspapers,  magazines,  and  reviews 
will  confer  a  lasting  favoui  on  the  Society,  by  contributing  their  pub¬ 
lications  regularly  for  its  library,  where  they  may  be  expected  to  be 
found  always  on  file  and  carefully  preserved.  We  aim  to  obtain  and 
preserve  for  those  who  shall  come  after  us  a  perfect  copy  of  every 
book,  pamphlet,  or  paper  ever  printed  in  or  about  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland. 

11.  Nova  Scotians  residing  abroad  have  it  in  their  power  to  render 
their  native  province  great  service  by  making  donations  to  our  Library 
of  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  &c.,  bearing  on  any  of  the  Provinces 
of  the  Dominion,  or  Newfoundland.  To  the  relatives,  descendants, 
&c.,  of  our  colonial  governors,  we  especially  appeal  on  behalf  of  our 
society  for  all  papers,  books,  pamphlets,  letters..  &c.,  which  may  throw 
light  on  the  history  of  any  of  the  Provinces  of  the  Dominion. 

THE  RESULTS. 

This,  with  letters  and  personal  applications,  has  resulted  in  bringing 
an  addition  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  of  over  10,000  sepa¬ 
rate  works.  The  Library  may  be  classified  as  follows  : 

Newspapers . 1,200  vols. 

Books . . 12,000  “ 

Pamphlets . . . 11,800 


Total . 25,000 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  LOST. 

Nearly  the  whole  collection  of  newspapers  relates  to  our  own  pro¬ 
vince,  and  as  the  years  roll  on  must  become  more  and  more  valuable. 
To  persons  conversant  with  the  value  of  American  and  Canadian  col¬ 
lections  of  this  kind,  it  will  be  at  once  apparent  that  four  thousand 
dollars  would  not  purchase  our  collection  of  last  year  alone.  Some 
may  smile  at  this  statement,  nevertheless  we  make  it  before  those  who 
are  quite  competent  to  judge  of  its  truth.  No  sum  could  duplicate 
our  newspaper  collection,  and  for  the  simple  reason  that  duplicates  of 
one  half  of  them  are  not  in  existance.  Notwithstanding  all  the  efforts 
put  forth  since  1878  to  gather  up  the  files  of  newspapers  printed  in  the 
province,  from  the  introduction  of  printing  in  1752  to  date,  still  we 
have  only  about  one-half  the  number  printed.  Of  the  J19  numbers 
of  the  Halifax  Gazette  issued  by  John  Bushell,  between  1752  and 
1760,  we  have  not  a  single  copy.  The  same  paper  was  published  by 
the  firm  of  John  Bushell  and  Anthony  Henry,  from  Sept.  23rd,  1760, 
to  the  date  of  the  death  of  Bushell,  on  the  26th  of  January,  1761 — 
the  firm  must  have  issued  18  numbers  of  The  Halifax  Gazette ,  yet 
onl}7  one  copy  is  known  to  be  in  Nova  Scotia.  From  1761  to  Dec. 
6th,  1800,  Anthony  Henry  published  almost  without  intermission,  a 
weekly  newspaper,  as  well  as  a  translation  in  German,  for  about  two 
years,  and  notwithstanding  the  generosity  of  his  grand-daughter,  Mrs. 
William  Stevens,  of  Bedford  Basin,  in  donating  about  20  volumes 
— all  that  remained  of  her  grand-father’s  files,  as  well  as  two  volumes 
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from  Hon.  J.  S.  D.  Thompson,  and  4  volumes  from  Sydenham  Howe, 
Esq.,  we  are  still  wanting  about  12  volumes  to  make  the  tile  complete. 
Of  the  German  translation  of  1787,  not  a  copy  is  known  to  be  in 
existence.  John  Howe  commenced  publishing  The  Halifax  Journal 
in  December,  1780,  and  published  it  without  intermission,  down  to 
1800.  Of  his  paper,  the  most  valuable  printed  in  the  last  century,  we 
have  a  half  one  of  the  issue  of  July  5th,  1781.  In  1786,  William 
Minns  founded  The  Weekly  Chronicle,  and  about  700  numbers  were 
published  in  the  last  century,  yet  we  have  only  about  100  numbers. 
Three  papers  were  published  at  Shelburne  in  the  last  century,  and 
through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  G.  J.  Farrish  and  Miss  J.  Crowell,  we 
have  obtained  incomplete  files.  Of  the  newspapers  of  the  last  century 
alone,  we  want  at  least  40  volumes  to  make  our  files  complete,  and 
fully  1210  volumes  of  the  present  century.  Some  may  say  why  all 
this  collecting  of  old  newspapers — this  reverence  for  rubbish.  To 
such  persons  we  would  say,  a  library  should  have  in  it  such  works  as 
are  in  demand,  and  in  the  long  run  it  will  be  found  that  a  file  of 
newspapers  will  serve  more  readers  than  any  other  work.  As  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  times,  nothing  equals  them,  and  no  history,  wdiether  of  Pro¬ 
vince,  town  or  county,  is  to  be  compared  to  a  well  kept  file  of  papers 
for  the  same  period.  Much  The  same  may  be  said  of  pamphlets, 
which  are  simply  books  in  paper  covers,  and  should  be  preserved  in 
every  well  kept  library.  I  conceive  it  to  be  the  first  duty  cf  a  libra¬ 
rian,  no  matter  where  he  may  be  placed,  to  gather  everything  ever 
printed  in  or  about  the  town,  county  or  province  for  which  he  is  act¬ 
ing. 

THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

depends  in  a  great  measure  on  the  public  spirit  of  the  legislature, 
and  the  appreciation  of  the  public.  If  supported  by  the  legislature, 
the  newspapers,  and  the  people,  it  can  become  the  pride  and  delight  of 
every  Nova  Scotian,  and  of  the  greatest  practical  service  to  the  people 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Already  persons  are  coming  from  the  neigh¬ 
boring  provinces  to  examine  our  collections,  and  during  the  year  we 
have  loaned  books,  pamphlets,  &c.,  to  the  Departments  of  State  at 
Washington,  as  well  as  to  our  own  departmental  offices  afc  Ottawa. 
Facts  like  these  should  assure  us  that  we  are  not  working  for  nothing, 
and  that  the  public  are  quite  ready  to  appreciate  the  importance  of 
the  library.  Our  progress  during  the  past  year  has  been  without  a 
parallel  in  the  history  of  State  or  Provincial  Libraries ;  but  it  will 
be  observed  that  from  having  almost  no  grant  from  the  legislature, 
nor  assistance  in  the  library,  we  have  not  been  able  either  to  bind  or 
catalogue.  The  card  catalogue  should  be  kept  up  to  date,  and  we 
should  bind  at  least  1,000  volumes  a  year. 

Since  1878  over  four  hundred  persons  and  corporations  have 
contributed  to  our  collection,  books,  pamphlets  or  newspapers,  (see  ap¬ 
pendix  A.)  So  many  acts  of  generosity  seem  to  deserve  more  ment  * 
than  a  mere  enumeration  ;  but  we  beg  to  assure  our  friends  that  tL  y 
have  their  reward  in  their  own  consciences  if  not  in  our  more  fu': 
expressed  thanks.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  donors  and  benefac 
tors  of  our  Library  are  wide  asunder  as  the  poles — from  Brattlefo 
in  the  N.  W.  T.,  Bio  Janeiro,  the  West  Indies,  the  British  Isles,  Ne\ 
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foundland,  and  the  Moravian  Missions  in  Greenland.  Some  gifts  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  single  pamphlet,  others  of  works  which  would  bring  at  auction 
several  hundred  dollars.  To  one  and  all  we  extend  our  warmest  thanks. 
Let  us  hope  that  there  are  hundreds  of  public  spirited  persons  in  the 
province  who  will  assist  us  in  the  future  as  they  have  in  the  past,  and 
surely  the  day  will  come  when  we  will  be  able  to  point  to  a  collection 
of  works  containing  everything  relating  to  the  Maritime  Provinces, 
from  the  date  of  the  discovery  by  Cabot,  in  1497,  to  the  present  lime, 
as  well  as  all  works  calculated  to  illustrate  their  character,  resources, 
and  development.

APPENDIX  B. 


By-laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  Joint  Libraries  of  the 
Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Nova  Scotia 

Historical  Society. 


1.  A  proper  catalogue  of  the  books  belonging  to  the  Library  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Librarian,  in  whom  the  custody  and  responsibility 
lhereof  shall  be  vested,  and  who  shall  be  required  to  report  to  the 
House  of  Assembly  through  the  Provincial  Secretary  at  each  session 
of  the  Legislature,  the  actual  state  of  the  library. 

2.  The  Library  shall  be  kept  open  every  day  in  the  year,  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays  excepted,  from  10  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. ;  but  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Legislature,  it  shall  be  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m. 

3.  The  Librarian  shall  be  constant  in  his  attendance  upon  the 
library  during  the  hours  above  specified,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  imposed  by  law,  or  by  the  rules  and  regulations 
which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  said  commissioners. 

4  An  executive  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners, 
consisting  of  three  of  their  number,  who  shall  be  invested  with  power 
to  execute  the  decisions  of  the  commissioners,  and  to  whom  reference 
shall  be  made  by  the  Librarian  in  all  questions  of  doubt  or  difficult}^ 

5.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Library  may  from  time  to  time,  sell 
or  exchange  duplicate  or  imperfect  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  not 
necessary  for  the  use  thereof. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  carefully  to  preserve  the 
books,  maps,  charts,  engravings,  manuscripts,  medals,  furniture  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  Library. 

7.  The  following  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  visit  the  Library  and 
consult  the  books,  maps,  charts,  &c.  under  the  rules  hereinafter  laid  down 
viz :  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council, 
the  members  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  of  the  House  of  Assembly, 
the  Chief  Justice  and  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Judges  of  the 
County  Court,  the  officers  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  the 
Commander  of  the  Forces,  the  Admiral  on  the  Station,  the  Chief 
Officer  of  the  Militia,  the  Mayor  of  Halifax,  Clergymen,  and  Profes¬ 
sors  of  Colleges,  Editors  of  Newspapers,  Foreign  Consuls,  members  in 
full  standing  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society,  and  such  persons 
as  may  be  introduced  by  a  commissioner  of  the  Library,  who  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  person  so  introduced,  in  case  of  any  book  or  other 
property  being  injured  or  lost.  Such  introduction  shall  continue  in 
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force  only  for  one  week  ;  for  any  longer  period  an  introduction  must 
be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  but  no  one  except  those 
hereinafter  specified  shall  be  permitted  to  take  any  book,  chart,  map, 
&c.,  out  of  the  Library  rooms. 

8.  Any  person  who  wishes  to  obtain  any  book  for  perusal  in  the 
Library,  will  be  furnished  at  the  desk  of  the  Librarian  with  a  card  on 
which  he  will  inscribe  the  title  of  the  book  desired,  and  his  own  name. 
The  book  thus  received  must  be  returned  to  the  Librarians  desk,  and 
not  put  upon  the  shelf  by  the  person  who  has  been  reading  it.  The 
Librarian  will  exercise  a  proper  discrimination  as  to  the  delivery  of 
such  books  as  he  may  judge  liable  to  be  injured.  Manuscripts,  rare 
and  valuable  books  are  excluded  from  this  rule ;  such  will  be  shown 
only  on  special  application  to  the  Librarian  in  charge,  and  under  such 
regulations  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  may  in  his  judgment 
require. 

9.  Any  member  of  the  Council  or  Assembly,  during  the  session  of 
the  Legislature,  is  permitted  under  the  restrictions,  forfeitures  and 
penalties  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  take  to  his  boarding-house  or 
private  room  any  book  belonging  to  the  Library,  except  such  as  are 
herein  determined  to  be  necessary  always  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  as 
books  of  reference. 

10.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  members  of  the  Executive  Council, 
the  Legislative  Council,  the  House  of  Assembly,  the  Chief  Justice  and 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  members  of  the  N.  S.  Historical  Society, 
commissioners  of  Library  and  such  others  as  may  be  authorized  by 
vote  of  the  commissioners,  while  the  Legislature  is  not  in  session,  shall 
have  the  same  right  to  take  books  from  the  Library,  and  under  the 
same  regulations  as  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  No  book,  map, 
or  manuscript,  or  other  article  belonging  to  the  Library  shall  be  at  any 
time  taken  out  of  the  Library  by  any  other  person,  for  any  purpose 
whatever.  The  restrictions  and  terms  above  referred  to  are  contained 
in  the  next  three  rules. 

11.  No  book  can  be  taken  from  the  Library  until  its  title,  and  the 
name  of  the  person  taking  it,  have  been  registered  by  the  Librarian. 
A  card  or  receipt  must  also  be  given  for  it. 

12.  No  person  can  take  or  obtain  from  the  Library  more  than  two 
volumes  at  any  one  time,  or  for  a  longer  period  than  two  weeks  at  one 
time,  unless  by  special  leave  obtained  from  the  commissioners. 

13.  A  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian  with  different  columns. 
In  No.  1  shall  be  inserted  the  name  of  the  book ;  in  No.  2  the 
initials  of  the  receiver,  written  by  himself,  and  the  date  of  receipt ; 
another  the  date  of  return,  to  be  certified  by  the  initials  of  the  party 
and  the  Librarian. 

14.  Books  injured  or  destroyed  by  the  person  taking  them,  must 
be  paid  for  at  the  full  price  for  which  they  can  be  procured  at  the 
bookstores. 
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15.  Books  of  reference  such  as  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  regis¬ 
ters,  journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  England,  and  House  of 
Lords,  directories,  newspapers,  maps  and  engravings,  and  books  which 
are  valuable  for  their  rarity  or  antiquity,  cannot  be  taken  from  the 
Library,  except  that  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  any  mem¬ 
ber  thereof  may  take  to  any  room  in  the  Provincial  Building,  any 
such  book,  on  leaving  a  card  for  the  same  with  the  Librarian,  but  such 
book  must  be  returned  on  the  same  day  on  which  it  was  taken. 

16.  Four  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  adjournment  of  any 
session  of  the  Legislature,  the  Librarian  shall  address  a  note  to  each 
member  of  the  Legislature  having  any  book  belonging  to  the  Library, 
requesting  the  return  thereof ;  should  such  request  not  be  complied 
with  within  forty -eight  hours,  the  Librarian  shall  give  the  Speaker  a 
list  of  the  members  so  notified,  and  of  the  books  detained  by  them, 
for  such  action  as  the  respective  Houses  may  order. 

17.  No  expenditure  of  the  funds  of  the  Library,  from  whatever 
source  such  funds  may  arise,  whether  grant  of  the  Legislature,  or 
revenue  of  the  N.  S.  Historical  Society,  or  donation,  or  any  other 
source,  shall  be  made  except  by  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

18.  Regular  meetings  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  held  quarterly, 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  and 
special  meetings  on  the  requisition  of  three  commissioners.
